Road, completed in 1869 made conditions attractive for an ever 
increasing stream of migration. And so they came, from the eastern 
States and from Europe, to gain for themselves a home and commu- 
nity in this vast empire west of the Missouri River. 


The Church was here too. The Alleghany Synod had sent Rev. 
Henry Welty Kuhns to this territory in 1858, with headquarters in 
Omaha, at that time an Indian trading post of some 300 people. In 
December of that year he organized a Congregation with nine mem- 
bers, the beginning of what is now Kountze Memorial. Pastor Kuhns | 
was a true Missionary, reaching out to the settlements of Dakota 
City, Ponca, Elk Point and Yankton on the North; to Plattsmouth, 
Brownsville and Falls City on the south; and Fremont, Fontenelle, 
Columbus, Grand Island, Kearney, North Platte on the west, even 
as far as Cheyenne, Laramie, and on to Ft. Benton, Montana. He 
organized many Congregations during the years, seeking to plant the 
Church wherever he went. By 1870 several Pastors were on the field. 
names such as J. F. Kuhlman, Samuel Aughey, Eli Huber, J. 8. 
Gronemiller are familiar to many who read this - all sent here by the 
ee Synod. Thus the Lutheran Church had its beginning in 

raska. ~ 


But these men were all members of other Synods in the east, 
or of the Kansas Synod, organized in Topeka in 1868. They felt 
the need of their own organization, and “after correspondence with 
the several Lutheran ministers of Nebraska, connected with the 
General Synod, the Lutheran Church at Omaha issued a call for a 
meeting with a view to organizing a Synod in this State. In pursu- 
ance of said call, the following Lutheran Ministers met at Omaha 
on the 27th of April, 1871.

The next year the meeting scheduled for Dakota City (1872) did 
not have a quorum, as only two members showed up, so the second 
Convention of the new Synod was held at Fontenelle in June of 1874. 
The third Convention was held at Nebraska City, Sept. 16, 1875, and 
from that year Conventions were held annually. 


Then began the drama of Church growth and development, and 
the appearance of circumstances which would give directive and 
shape to the Church of today. The streams of migration, especially 
German and Scandinavian, offered challenging opportunities. The 
need for more men was great, and soon the Seminaries in Germany 
were sending men to the field. In 1888 the Synod lists three Secre- 
taries, English, German and Scandinavian, while 72 Pastors were on 
the Synodical Roll, serving Congregations from Hot Springs, Ark., 
to Laramie, Wyo.; from Albuquerque to Denver and Rapid City, 
Dakota. Even Sacramento, California is on the Synodical Roll at 
that time. It was the day of Traveling Secretaries and the temper 


of the day is revealed in the report of C. Huber, Traveling Secretary

A German Conference had come into being within the Synod, and 
it was not long till the German brethren felt the need of their own 
Synod, in order to ordain their own men and serve the many Ger- 
mans in this new land. In 1890 Synod met in Denver, Colorado, and 
the desire of the German men became vocal, and the next year, 1891, 


President J. C. Jacoby reported at the Beatrice Convention, the 


granting of letters of dismissal to sixteen Pastors who desired to 
organize a German Synod. In September of that year the German 
Synod was organized at Lanham, Kansas. 


At the turn of the century Synod met in Pawnee City, Nebraska 
with familiar names as officers; President - Luther M. Kuhns; 
Secretary Rev. R. A. White; Statistician - Rev. E. Bollman. Thirty- 
seven Congregations were on the roll and the Synodical Treasurer 


handled a total of $2,596.73. 


Twenty-five years later, at Rising City, 58 Congregations were 
on the roll and Treasurer Joseph H. Miller reported total receipts 
of $38,423.40. At mid-century Synod met in West Point, Nebraska, 
but all this is modern history and well known to our Pastors today. 
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EIGHTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


At the Ponca Convention in 1922 (the Fiftieth Convention) Synod 
took a big step forward. President O. D. Baltzly stated in his report: 


“We believe that no greater or more profitable step could be 
taken by our Synod than to have a President whose whole time 
could be given to the Congregations and duties of our Synod. 
We have asked the Committee on Constitution to present at 
this session an amendment to our Constitution which will make 
possible the election of a < time e year hence”

The next year, 1923, at the Emerson Convention of Synod, the 


proper amendments to the Constitution were adopted and Dr. W. F. 
Rangeler of West Point was elected as the first full time President 


of the Nebraska Synod. During the years this office has been held 


by Dr. W. I. Guss, Dr. John Hershey and at present by Rev. 
T. J. C. Schuldt. | 


The work and zeal of the Synod of Nebraska goes on - ever 
seeking the Kingdom of God as the goal of all effort. As a Synod 
of the old General Synod, we became a part of the United Lutheran 
Church in America with the merger in 1918, and as a part of our 
great U.L.C. we march on in step with our brethren in the Faith of 
the Fathers.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


LUTHERAN STUDENT FOUNDATION 
Lincoln, Nebraska 
The problem of relating Christianity and education is not a new 
one, but it is one of the chief issues that faces the church today. 
The separation of education from God has led America into a new 


* 


paganism which has a dual aspect, secularism and materialism. Peo- 


ple plan without God and trust in the things which they have made. 
But within the soul there is a void. It is the existence of this 
vacuum which threatens to destroy America today. A vacuum will 
not long remain such. Something will flow into it, What shall it 
be? God, faith, Christianity; or Satan, despair, atheism? 

The Christian church has the answer to human need, individually, 
socially and nationally. But the Christian way of life must be be- 
lieved in, practiced and taught. The church will not be effective in 
its ministry unless it reaches the children and the young people of 


our land. One way of approach to the problem would be to teach 
Christianity in all our schools. But the pattern of American edu- 


cation does not permit that, and for obvious reasons. Nevertheless 

the church cannot dismiss its responsibility at this point. Unless 

e is brought back into education, there is no bright hope for the 
ture. | 


What can be done? Much more than is being done. One place to 
begin in earnest is at the level of higher education. For the stu- 
dents of today are the potential leaders of tomorrow, in the voca- 
tions and professions. Granted we cannot teach religion in the class- 
room we can nevertheless intensify our ministry to students who at- 
tend our state schools. We can also dismiss the attitude that these 
young people who attend our universities are lost to the church any- 
way, as some contend they are, We can recognize the fact that 85% 
of our students attend state schools. We ought to envision the po- 
tential for Christian leadership if these students are caught with the 
challenge of Christian service. The church should provide a more 
adequate support for the ministry in this strategic area of home 
missions—at all state colleges and universities. 


At the University of Nebraska the ministry to students is sup- 
ported by the Division of Student Service of the National Lutheran 

Council and through the Lutheran Student Foundation. The Founda- 
tion receives for its current support from all sources (National Lu- 
theran Council, churches in Nebraska, and individual gifts) a sum 
which amounts to a little more than ten cents per confirmed mem- 
ber of National Lutheran Council churches in Nebraska. There are 
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annually approximately 800 Lutheran students at the university. Of 
these about 250 are of the United Lutheran Church. Our ministry 
embraces these areas; preaching, teaching, counseling, visitations 
and supervision of the student house activities and the Lutheran 
Student Association. | 


The Foundation is now building a new Lutheran Student Center 
on a choice site, right in the student residential area. Ground break- 
ing took place May 10, 1951, and the cornerstone was placed Novem- 
ber 4, 1951. The Foundation hopes that the first unit of the new 
center can be dedicated at the opening of the fall term. . 

The expected cost of this main unit of the center is $100,000.00 
exclusive of furnishings. The National Lutheran Council has fur- 
nished $40,000.00 toward this. $20,000.00 has been raised from 
churches in Nebraska, alumni and students. $35,000.00 is still ex- 
pected from churches in Nebraska.

NEBRASKA LUTHERAN SOCIAL SERVICE 
“The purpose shall be to serve as a common social service as- 
sociation for National Lutheran Council church bodies operating in 
Nebraska, to develop and administer programs of Christian social 
Service as needs are demonstrated and resources permit. It shall 
work in close cooperation with other social service program: in the 
State and shall participate in coordinating programs which may be 
Sponsored by the Churches or communities.” (Constitution of 

Nebraska Lutheran Social Service, Article 11-Purpose). 


On December 5, 1949 representatives of the National Lutheran 
Council Churches met in Omaha to discuss the development of a 
greatly needed social service program. More meetings were held 


With Lutheranism representing a tely 13% of the en- 
tire population of the state of Neb and 57% of the Lutherans 
being National Lutheran Council, the need for such a common Sociai 
Service program was clear. In addition to being of service and as- 
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to the parish pastor and his members, a Social Service pro- 
gram would be of great help in meeting the challenge of the un- 
churched in our State. Approximately 57% of the entire popula- 
tion of Nebraska is unchurched which gives the Lutherans a mis- 
sion responsibility of approximately 200,000. 


On January 17, 1951 the “new child” was born and officially 
christened “Nebraska Lutheran Social Service“ because the synods, 
conferences and districts representing more than three-fourths of 
the N. L. C. congregations in Nebraska had ratified the proposed 
constitution. The Board of Directors, composed of official synodical 
representatives, elected the necessary officers. Committees were or- 
ganized and the general work launched to get the “new child” off 
to a healthy and long-life expectancy. 


The Division of Welfare of the Natioanl Lutheran Council, Dr. 
C. E. Krumbholz, Executive Secretary, Rev. Leon Zahn, Field Consul- 
tant and Dr. Carl Plack, Director of Chaplaincy Service, gave in- 
valuable counsel and assistance in the planning, organizing and 
launching of this new program and we will continue to look to them 
for help as the “child” grows into maturity and old age. 


After studying reports on Nebraska and the development of 
Social Service programs in other states, The Board felt that our pro- 
gram should start with a chaplaincy program because it is the most 
direct and productive for a new agency. 


The need for a chaplaincy program is immediate. Of the 160,- 
000 annual admissions to Nebraska hospitals, 25,000 are Lutheran 
and another 28,500 are from our mission responsibility list. 

The National Lutheran Council recommended: 


A. “The development of a Chaplaincy Service on a voluntary 
basis at the hospitals and homes in the communities over 
the State enlisting the cooperation of parish pastors,” 


B. “The expansion of the Chaplaincy Service to provide a 
full-time chaplain in (1) Lincoln and (2) Omaha. . . More 
than fifty percent of all admissions to institutions in the 
the Lincoln and Omaha area are from other parts of the 
state and, therefore, away from their own pastor.”

The 
supporting synods have been very generous. Individuals, congre- 
gations, organizations of synods, and community groups have streng- 
thened us through prayers and gifts. We are very grateful to those 
who have thus served God’s work of Mercy at Tabitha. 


We have made every effort to be on the field as much as pos- 
sible, not with the purpose of solicitation, but secking opportunity to 
express our thanks and to report on Tabitha Home and its steward- 
ship of gifts of the Church, We have found congregations eager to 
hear about this work and we will continue to carry the message to 
other congregations. 


THE AGED DEPARTMENT 


During the year 1951, 94 aged guests were served at the Home. 
Of this number, 60 were women and 34 men. At the beginning of the 
year there were 79 guests. During the year we received 10 women 
and 5 men. There were four dismissals and five were taken from 
us in death, leaving a total of 85 under care at the close of 1951 (32 
men and 53 women). Of the total number of guests 75 were Luth- 
eran (50 women and 25 men). a 


It is interesting to note that we have guests from 10 states and 
also three displaced persons. 


Of the total number of guests served, 25 received Old Age As- 
sistance, Social Security, or both, and 71 were here on contract, were 
financially able to pay their own care, were working for part of thei 
care, or were on. charity. , 


Our Aged Department has had entertainment provided by organ- 
izations in Lincoln, and Church organizations outside of Lincoln, who 
provide programs, motion pictures, treats and the like. Soon tele- 
vision will give them added enjoyment. The University is sending a 
piano teacher to our Home each week to teach our aged to play the 


We call your attention to the growing need for work among the 
aged. Of the 300 applications received, we have been able to serve 
only a small number, It is our prayer that we may find some solu- 
tion for this problem of serving the aged. 


THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


The number of children in all institutions for normal children 
has been smaller the last two years, and this is also true at Tabitha 
Home. At the beginning of 1951. we had in our Children’s Depart- 
ment 23 boys and girls, and were carrying 3 who had been out in 
private homes for four years or over, but not adopted. Two 9f 
these three have now reached the age of eighteen, one of whom is 
now working in a private family and the other will graduate froin 
high school in May. The third is thirteen years of age and very 
happy with a family who would have adopted him if his father 
would release his custody. This group of 26 children under care re- 
presents 11 families and was composed of 17 boys and 8 girls. 
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Eight children were dismissed during the year. Four of them 
from one family had been wards of the State for over a year, and 
were placed by the State worker into adoptive and boardinz homes 
during the year. Another family group of two were returned to their 
own home. Two other children were returned to the home of par- 
ents or relatives. Six children were received; two of no church af- 
filiation, three were of Lutheran background, and one was of the 
American Lutheran Church. Four came from Lincoln, one is a New 
American and the other came from Wisconsin. (His father is now 
working for the State of Nebraska), | 


In noting Church background of the children served, we find: 18 
from Nebraska Synod (some baptized or confirmed while here) 2 
from Midwest Synod; 1 American Lutheran; 1 Mo. Lutheran; 2 
Augustana Lutheran; and 5 Non-Lutheran; and 3 were of Lutheran 


background, but synod unknown. 


All of the children have received regular case work services dur. 
ing the year, and special work with Psychologists and outside re- 
sources as the occasion may demand. All have received regular 
dental care, and medica] attention as needed. Several of our chil- 


dren have had surgery. 


Five of our boys are Boy Scouts and five are Cub Scouts, while 
our girls are active in Campfire and Blue Bird work. Some of the 
older boys and girls are members of the Church Choirs. This year 
our 


Case work services have been rendered to over ninety inquiries 
various types of service to children and families, by telephone, 
mail and by personal contact, These requests have come from 
church people and from those outside the church, and from var- 


our 
ious states as well as from our own city. Many of these requests 


Were for information on adoption, for care of children in their teens, 
for those seeking boarding school care, for care for infants and very 


other resources of possible help, but have left the door open to 
them for any further service we at Tabitha might render. 


At the present time we have room for 9 girls and 5 boys in our 
Children’s Homes. | 


THE TABITHA FARM 


While farms in this section of the state did not produce too 
well, the Tabitha Farm did show some profit, We have had twenty 
hogs butchered and also three steers. This has furnished meat for 


the Home. The dairy herd has brought a regular monthly income. 


Recently the farm was placed in the hands of the Farmers National 
Company for management. This will enable the Superintendent to 
Sive more attention to work at the Home. | 
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OUR HELPERS 


Your Superintendent is definitely impressed by the high type of 
workers that Tabitha has on the staff. Truly unselfish, always will- 
ing to serve others, they carry on through the long hours of the day 
and night to do the work of Mercy. Our workers are happy and we 
should reflect our gratitude in giving them adequate support. 
Through Sister Elizabeth Huth’s guidance as Matron of the Home, 
all departments carry on very smoothly. Five new workers have 
been added to the staff since September, most of these replacing 
workers who have resignd. | | 

OUR GROUNDS 

Improvements have been made in the grounds and buildings 1s 
needed. The parsonage has been redecorated and a new driveway 
has been built. A fine Assembly room with stage and kitchenette has 
been completed, Two store rooms have been built. The grounds 
under the supervision of Mr. Dike, have been truly beautiful. Mr. 
Rensch has given excellent attention to the gardens and many other 
things around the premises. 

FINANCES 


Our General Fund income for 1951 amounted to $134,648.32. Vol- 
untary contributions in 1951 were $20,339.19 and income from Synods 
was $11,545.69. The Community Chest contributed $6,000.00. Al! 


improvements have been paid in full and $20,000.00 has been return- 


ed to the Emergency and Depreciation Fund. 
BUILDING FUND 
There is no longer any Building Fund, All Memorials received 
are now placed into a Memoria] Building Fund and will be used to 


erect another building, probably a workers building. We must find 
adequate housing for our workers. This will release rooms in our 


new building for the aged. Our Memorial Fund now has a balance 


of $6,645.43.

The Sunday school enrollment increased from 836,815 
in 1949 to 960,761 im 1950. This is by far the largest Sunday schooi 
enroliment in the history of the ULCA, but there is still a great 
field for growth. Our synod showed a gain of 331 in Sunday school 
enrollment. The nursery roll, vacation church school, weekday church 
school, and home department are splendid opportunities for growth. 


Summer School for Church Workers and Camp: The Midland As- 
sembly summer school and youth camp of our synod continue to 
grow in number and in program. The camp courses this August will 
emphasize The Bible in Daily Living.

While Midland’s enrollment followed the general trend among 
colleges and universities of the country, being somewhat lower this 
year than last, the drop was considerably below the national average 
of about 11%. Midland’s total enrollment for the first semester of 
this year was 373 as compared with 390 a year ago. Evaluated in 
terms of full-time students the decline amounts to less than 6%. 
The reason for the decline is the smaller number of high school 
graduating seniors, the sharp drop in G. I. enrollment, and particul- 
arly the draft and military enlistments.

REPORT OF NEBRASKA SYNODICAL BROTHERHOOD 
Dear Brethren in Christ: 


This year, as in past years, the Brotherhood is striving to 
develop its objectives. 


Last September, we had a fine convention in York. The McCool 
and York Brotherhoods combined to be our hosts. The convention 
theme was “BROTHERHOOD ON THE MARCH”. We are planning 


another convention for this fall, which will be held at West Point, 
Nebraska. 


At the last Synodieal meeting the State Brotherhood was en- 
couraged to continue the assignment of looking over prospective 
camp sites, but was not given specific instructions on just how far 
the Brotherhood was to go in securing a cump site. | 


The Camp Site Committe reported the following „ 
tions at our 34th Annual i in, 


“That the Nebraska Synodical Brotherhood at it’s thirty-fourth 
Annual Convention held at York on September 30, 1951, feels that 
it has explored the possibilities of a camp site for a Synod Owned 
Camp, to the limit of power as to whether or not a purchase should 
be made. We here-by refer the matter of a camp site back to Synod, 
with a request for more specific instructions us outlined in the re- 
port of the Camp Site Committee to this Convention. | 
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It further recommends that a copy of the committee’s report and 
recommendation be forwarded to the President and Secretary of 


Synod.” 


The Executive committee acted upon these recommendations and 
advised the Brotherhoods of Western Nebraska. Little or no appar- 
ent organization has developed from the rally at Dalton, Nebraska, 
which was held in February, 1951. At the convention in York the 
amendment to form a Western Nebraska Conference Brotherhood 
was defeated by one vote. One of the primary reasons the amend- 
ment was defeated was due to the fifty cents which was to be retain- 
ed by the Western Conference Brotherhood treasurer, and not paid 
to the State Brotherhood, Synod of Nebraska. This was considered 
unconstitutional by some of the men present. 


The Brotherhoods of the Syned of Nebraska are engaging in an 
ali-out Evangelism program in co-operation with the Social Missions 
Board of our Church. There is concrete ‘evidence that — of the 
Brotherhoods are fulfilling this objective. 


Our Boy Scout Committee is very active ard is constantly or- 
ganizing boy scout troops and. promoting boy scout work in establish- 
ed troops. Mr. O. E. Schellberg is the chairman of the Boy Scout 
Committee. Mr. Schellberg would welcome any suggestions and 

needs more backing by 96 and Brotherhoods of our 


The Executive Committee of the State Brotherhood solicits your 
help at this convention to increase the number of state affiliated 
Brotherhoods. We have nineteen active state affiliated Brotherhoods 
at the present time.
